Duties Be Abolished on August 1; Duties on Sugar, 
Tea, Coffee and Cocoa to Be Reduced

London, April' £1.—Philip Snowden. Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer, in introducing the budget in the House of Commons to¬ 
day announced that the Labor Government “is unable to endorse 
the late Government's Dominion preference proposals.” 

The Chancellor prefaced this announcement with the state¬ 
ment that “we on this side of the House never believed that the 
interests of the Empire would be best served in the long run by a 
system of tsriffs." 

Mr. Snowden added, however, that the late Government’a 
pledge to submit the preference proposals to the Commons would 
be fulfilled to the fullest extent. 

It wan not proposed, he added, to 
ask Parliament to abolish the prefer¬ 
ences now in force, but the Labor 
Government reserve^ full liberty “to 
propose, whenever It is deemed ex¬ 
pedient to reduce or abolish all 
kinds of preferences now granted." 

The Chancellor recommended that 
(lie McKenna duties be ubollshed. 

SURPLUS REPORTED 

I>es)lng with the revenue and ex¬ 
penditure of Great Britain, Mr.

The burned ami crushed bodies 
of thirty-six victims of yesterday’s explosion and fire in the Ben- 
wood Mine of the Wheeling Steel Corporation had been found by 
rescue workers up to 10 o'clock this morning and search for 
seventy-five other miners who were entombed was continued 
under the direction of experts of the I'nited States Bureau of 
Mines. While the rescuers despaired of reaching apy of the men 
alive, they lost no time in exploring'the underground recesses. As 
the bodies were located they were placed to one aide in tbe mine 
tunnels and the rescuers, weary and worn by a night of hard 

work, continued their battle against 
fallen rock and earth and poison gas. 
None of the bodies will be brought 
to the surface until every tunnel and 
chamber haa been explored. 

Of the thirty-six bodies found, only 
three were Identified.

The present Government was to 
be congratulated for having done 
more to stop Oriental immigration 
than any other Government Canada 
had ever had. He wished, however, 
that the Government would make the 
act which now Applied to Chinese 
immigration applicable also to Jap¬ 
anese. 

CARIBOO ROAD 

The Government should give a 
special grant To reconstruct the old 
Cariboo Highway, said Mr. McBride. 

( obstruction of ths Canadian rail¬ 
ways had practically destroyed this 
highway, which was one of the great¬ 
est value to British Columbia. It 
would coat about $1,500,000 to do the 
work, but the Province of Brttiah Co¬ 
lumbia waa not asking the Govern¬ 
ment to bear the total cost.

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TURNING THE TIDE TOWARDS 
CANADA 

T HE "WtlconM| All" sign over the immi¬ 
grant portal* of United States, which 
has, been there figuratively since the beginning 
of the nation, is being taken down as a result 
of the restrictive immigration law which has 
been put through at Washington. This hap¬ 
pen* just as Canada is seriously getting into 
her stride (or the first time since those expan¬ 
sive days under Sir Clifford Sifton during the 
irst decade of this century when the West 
came in with a rush. 

Internally the new law is significant as its 
adoption means that the United States has 
definitely decided that the America of the fu¬ 
ture must be Anglo-Saxon. This has been done 
by Mttinjf the quotas for each nationality at two 
per cant, of the number of its nationals 
in the country at the time of the 1890 census. 
The effect of this quota arrangement is to slice 
drastically the number of immigrants from the 
southern and eastern part of Europe—almost 
to the vanishing pout in the case of soma of 
the races coniidejed less desirable from an im¬ 
migration standpoint. But the cuts m the num- 
her admissable from the countries of north- 
west Europe—the so-called Nordic races— 
are very small. By this means, the proportion 
of Nordic immigrants is enormously incressed 
in comparison with the number of Southern 
Europeans which can be admitted. 

How this works out m made clear by the 
following tahle giving the number admissible 
from each country under the present law and 
the number possible under tiyc new law:

" | 'H£ new American immigration law it im- 
1 portant to Canada, first, because resi¬ 
dents in Canada, except genuine Canadian 
born, come under the restricted quotas. ITus 
wilt cut down conaidtrably our side-door teak- 
age to the United States and help to hold here 
n greater proportion of our newcomers. In one 
way, perhaps, it is unfortunate that the outgoing 
bf native Canadians is not to be checked in the 
same manner, but an increase in settlement in 
Canada will increase the opportunities in every 
field on this side of the line and will in this 
way help to keep our Canadians at home. 

The next important aspect of the American 
lew from the Canadian point of view is that it 
will increase the number of prospective immi¬ 
grants on whom Canada can draw. The new 
quota cuts down by 200,000 a year— L from 
360,000 to 160.000—the number admissable 
from all countries, exclusive of native Canadians 
from Canada. However, this 200.000 is made 
up largely of nationals which Canada also is 
not particularly anxious to encourage coming. 
Canada is most anxious (or immigrants from 
the British Isles, but the United States hat 
mada the smallest cut o( all in its British quota 
which will remain substantially the largest 
group. 

The old world seems to be teeming with 
people who want to come to the new world 
to establish themselves and commence anew 
on this side o( the Atlantic i Because of its 
great material progress the United States has 
made a greater appeal to these people. But 
now that the American quotas have been rigidly 
set there will ho many who have been waiting 
than chance to enter United States who will 
be forced to sec the futility of Irving any longer 
and will turn their attention to this country. 

> Important factor* in the flow of immigra¬ 
tion are the organization and tho equipment of 
the steamship companies These companies 
have had the facilities for handling a minimum 
360.000 immigrants a year to United States. 
■But with the ban up there, it is not likely that 
as business organizations they will allow their 
ships and promotion agencies to Europe to lie 
idle. The easiest and natural change will he 
to swing into the Canadian field. 

Many Southern European! now express the 
desire to go to South America, but as Canada 
has no quota laws on Northern Europeans, it 
may be expected that the immigrant steamship 
companies will turn their (erect in this direction 
in order to make up on the Canadian business 
the 200.000 a year to the United States 
•sitich they have now lost. 

The tide of immigralion is being turned 
stronger than ever towards Canada. There 
should be no need an the part of any class of our 
citizens fearing U. as the periods of Canada's 
vnatnl activity in all line# have followed each 
mgvious wave of ianmigralio*. Mr. E. W. 
Realty, oresident of fh* C.PiR., says that 


Canada is now in a position to absorb a mini¬ 
mum of 300,000 and up to 500,000 immi¬ 
grants n year. Five hundred thousand is prac¬ 
tically the population of British Columbia. To 
realize what it means to Canada, it is necessary 
to imagine the stimulus that would come from 
adding to the country the equivalent of each 
year of a new British Columbia in population 
with all its demands and activities. 


BETTER BE SAFE THAN SORRY 

T HE VANCOUVER PROVINCE says 

“a single case of foot and mouth diseass 
in the Fraser valley might cost the country 
moie millions of dollars than are invested in 
the P.G.E. and the spread of this disease 
would bankrupt half the people in our farming 
community.” 

The outbreak of a case of this devastating 
malady anywhere in the Province would be a 
potential menace of the first magnitude. 1 he 
provincial Minister of Agriculture therefore is 
entirely justified in urging the adoption by the 
Federal Government of the most drastic pre¬ 
cautionary measures. We can not afford to 
he less careful than the authorities of Wash¬ 
ington, Oregon and the northern part of Cali¬ 
fornia. There is too much at stake. 

The problem in the infected districts b 
complicated by the fact that veterinary science 
hat not discovered the medium of contagion. 
Horse* are immune but they might easily be 
a means of spreading the disease from one 
section of the country to another. For that 
reason Mr. Barrow: it pressing Ottawa to pro¬ 
hibit the importation of race horses from 
Tijuana this year, applying the maxim that 
it is better to be safe than sorry. 

Both provincial and Federal Ministers of 
Agriculture realize that if as the result of 
horse importation foot and mouth disease broke 
out in Canada, destroying millions of 
dollars worth of cattle, ruining thousands of 
fanners and impairing the economic condition 
of the country as a whole, an angry public 
would hold them responsible for the calamity. 

There is another aspect of the situation 
which should not be overloked. If a single 
case of foot and mouth disease developed in 
Canada, the embargo against Canadian cattle 
probably would be restored immediately in 
Great Britain. It took this Dominion many 
years to gel that embargo withdrawn. It is 
very much to Canada’s advantage that it shall 
remain that way. 

BETTER TIMES IN BRITAIN 

U NEMPLOYED total in Britain de¬ 
creased by 100.000 during March, 
bringing the total estimated decrease since the 
first of the year up to 240,000. Industrial 
conditions in the country‘seem to be improving 
so that it i* expected the number of the army 
of the unemployed will soon drop below the 
million mark. 

The peak of unemployment in Britain was 
reached m June 1921 when there were 
2.000.000 idle. 'Dirough very gradual im¬ 
provement. that number hes now been halved 
and the outlook is that the improvement will 
continue. ... 

’Britain soon alter the War solved her 
financial problem by deciding to face it honestly 
and by determining to pay all her 
bills she brought her exchange ’ up to the 
pr oud position it is no w ho l d i ng a mong Euro¬ 
pean currencies. Unemployment has been the 
second great after-war problem of the na¬ 
tion. but it is slowly and surely approaching 
eolution. 

If On election should come in Britain this 
year, the Labor party will naturally claim 
credit for the improved conditions. It did not 
inaugurate the improvement, however. Die 
improvement had started before. But the im¬ 
portant fact is that the improvement has con¬ 
tinued through various changes of government 
and has become most marked under the labor 
government, despite the direful predictions at 
the time of that government's inauguration 
early this year.

This Is not much different from the custom 
that prevailed in western civilisation up till 
not so long ago. If one gentlftnan insulted ..

While ws in these days do not practise hsrl- 
ltari. nor trim Tiy ordeal, nor duelling, we are 
still dominated by the same Idiotic reasoning.

The First Trailing Monopoly 
in Canada 

AM April If, 1437 was Issued under the 

hand of the Lord Cardinal Richelieu, chief 
minister to Louis XIII. of France, the charter 
of the Company of One Hundred Associates. 
Thla Company was thereby given a monopoly 
over land and water, trads. colonisation and 
government in %U that region between Florida 
and the Arctic Circle and between Newfound¬ 
land and the great freshwater sea to the west, 
prottahiy* Lake Ontario, notwithstanding the 
fact- t hat th e r e ’weer atresdy more thuirwiwr 
English settlement on the Atlantic coast within 
thosd limits, which were destined one day 
seriously to Interfere with the power of Franc* 

In. the New World. The King confirmed ths 
charter on May 4. 

At t he h e nd wf t he new co m i ian y was ths 
great cardinal htmacir. Also among Ks chief 
Incorporators noblemen and high officials of 1 
government. The capitalisation was ISO. 000 
livrea In one hundred shares bf 3,000 livres, 
one to be subscribed by each partner; 1.000 
livres was to he paid on each share by January 
1. 142*. and the remainder when the board of 
directors should call for it. 

It was not a new policy, this turning over 
of vast regions to be handled us a monopoly 
by a commercial company. Already several 
French companies had flourished for a while 
and been superseded, and the charter of the 
Hundred Associates itself seems to have been 
patterned after a warrant Issued to the Hleur 
de Hoberval as fur back as 1M0. France was 
not the only nation uslnr the system, and It 
was to survive for a ce n tury or two as the 
European method of handling .acquisitions 
territory Tn newly-discovered and vacant 
places of the world Nor has the system en¬ 
tirely faded from the earth, and we In Canada 
have with us one such compuny at least, the 
Hudson’s flay Company, which, though It has 
within contemporary memory surrendered its 
territorial rights, remains perhaps more wealthy 
and powerful than ever. Its wealth Is a direct 
Inheritance of that European theory, though 
perhaps its survival Is largely due to Its free¬ 
dom from colonising duties and expenses. 

THE twelve directors managed the com- 
1 l»an.v'» monopoly with full and absolute 
authority, and had the power to grant 
seigm-urlea, provided that the higher ranks 
of ths nobility received , confirmatory 

. patents from the King himself whose vas¬ 
sal the company was. The first selgneury 
they granted was that of Beau port to M. Qlf- 
furrd, in 1434. Louis Hebert had seven years 
before been granted by the old company of the 
I h* Cnens. whose grants were now confirmed, 
the selgneury of Sun It nu Matelot In the very 
heart of modern Quebec. Hence Olffard can 
hardly receive the honor of being quite the 
first seigneur of New Frsnoe. though un¬ 
doubtedly the first under Ihs revised arrsnge- 
mentrf. 

The Company of the One Hundred Assort- 
iitosMsitke all monoplist companies, after the 
first flush of enthusiasm, found Its obligations 
to the Crown and to the colony too onerous, 
and In progressive laxity evaded them for the 
easiest enjoyment of what' revenue It could 
extinct from the fur-trade. It hod a decline 
of thirty-six years. In 144J. having proved It¬ 
self >i complete and selfish failure, it yielded to 
the King's own Government for Canada.

Mr. and Mr*. M. Furymoto, 
elderly Japanese couplt, of Cum¬ 
berland,' are in hospital with aer- 
ioua injuries following a mania¬ 
cal attack by a demented chm- 
luitriot at the mining settlement 
on Sunday evening. Bakato, thirty- 
nine, worked at the plant ot the 
Canadian Collieries. Ltd.. In com¬ 
pany with Furymoto. 

Without warning Bakato daxhe l 
J Into the Furymoto home on Sunday 

- evening at 1# o*c|o<!k ahd clubbed 

- down Furymoto wilt* r e peated blows 
* from a steel hammer. Mrs. Fury¬ 
moto fled screaming into the open, 
only to be overtaken by the de¬ 
mented man and struck down with 
the ha mm er. 

Rokotn. according to Chtef Steph¬ 
enson. of the Nanaimo police, then 
retraced hie steps to his own shaca 
and attempted suicide. A pod! of 
blood wsa found later on the floor of 
the shack, where It 1s believed the 
man tried to commit harl-ksrl bu; 
lacked nerve to go through with the 
terrible deed. 

The ecreame of Mrs Furymoto 
brought aid to the scene and the vic¬ 
tims were removed to the Cumber¬ 
land hospital. For a time It woe 
thought that the man. Furymoto, 
could not survive, but he weathered 
ii | the crisis and Is now on ths road to 

- ' recovery. Mrs. Furymoto was leas 

seriously hurt and. Is making pro¬ 
gress towards recovery at the same 
hospital. 

HUNTED IN WOODS 

From the time he cut his own flesh 
In the shack Hakato appears to have 
disappeared completely. Heart h par- 
tics are scouring the dense woods 
near the shack, in the belief thut the 
y demented man has lost so much blood 
, that he may have succumbed In the 
y woods.

Furymoto Is a miner well liked In 
iy the district and had been employed 
on the same shift ns Hakato for a ; 
number of years. Though the pollo-3 
are confident Hnkato succeeded In 
m committing suicide, a watch is bslng 
it kept on all Island exits. His de¬ 
scription circulated by the police Is 
that of a man five .feet seven Inches 
In height, well built, thirty-nine years 


of age and clean shaven. When last 
seen he was wearing a light colored 
suit, and a light clotn 'cap. 

It was following an examination 
of the Bakato ahack that the police 
formed the opinion that If Bakato Is 
living he could not have gone far In 
that condition. The floor of the 
shack wus literally covered Hi blood, 
while a wash basin and towel nearby 
showed where the man had endeav¬ 


ored to stem the flow. The hammeg 
waa found, blood stained, ‘ it tho 
Furymoto grounds. 

Advices from Cumberland th'e 
morning quote the condition of Mo 
victims as Improved and both Fury¬ 
moto and his wife are now thought 
to be out of danger. The Japanese 
community at the mining centre lo 
In a high state of excitement over 
the assault.
